Farmers in the Gleichen district 
are still more or less in a quandry 
regarding the outlook of farming for 
the years to come. Although there 
is no dowbt in their mind that con- 
ditions at present are more -favor- 
able than a year ago it still seems 
impossible to pay for ‘farmlands 
from the proceeds or profits derived 
from growing grain, at least not 
as long as prices of land are ranging 
from $25 to $50 per acre, Irrigation 
and mixed farming are two factors 
entering more prominently into the 
program of local farmers and by 
growing sweetclover and other fodd. 
er crops instead of practicing bare 
summerfallow it is to be hoped that 
better returns per acre can be ob- 
tained, Better crops and imiproved 
prices have given the farming in- 
dustry a new impetus locally but 
nevertheless, the problem of rational 
and profitable farming is by no means 
solved,

The provincial government _re- 
ceived payment of $453,425 from the 
Alberta Wikreat Pool, this being the 
annual installment of principal and 
interest due this month on account 
of the 1929 Pool overpayment. The 
Pool is living up to its obligations 
with the government in a creditable 
manner. 


The Junior Wheat Clubs, sponsored 
by the Alberta Wheat Pool working 
in co-operation with the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture, have en- 
joyed a successful year for the mosi 
part, even although drouth and bad 
weather handicapped clubs in a 
large number of districts. This edu- 
cational work among the youthful 
farmers of the province is the most 


r successful project yet undertaken to 


improve the quality of wheat pro- 
duced in Alberta, The boys as a 
Nhole have gone into tie work en 
chusiastically and millions of bush- 
els of splendid wheat have been prc 
luced by them, 90 per cent of which 
:s used for seed in the vicinity where 
tis grown. This year the provincial 
hampionship was won by St. Brides’ 
Wheat Club, ten miles west of St. 
2aul, northeast of Edmonton, with 
8rightview Club of Wetaskiwin se- 
ond, and the Athabaska Club third. 
the highest individual score in wheat 
vas made by Arthur Chetel of Bonny- 
ille tahv obtained 97 per cent; Leo 
{roteau second with a percentage of 
96.9.

SUGGESTION BOR BETTERING 
PRESENT CONDITIONS 


The keeping up with the Joneses 
urge appears to have gone into the 
reverse. Today too many 


Joneses, and of those who are able to 
keep up with them, seem to be try- 
ing.hard to keep down with the jobless 
minority. True, this minority is of 
considerable proportions, and the 
Joneses probably feel very modest 
considerate—even sacrificing—about 
their eforts to apear no better off 
than anybody else. But the fact is, 
their attitude is not helping the min- 
ority. Rather it is hindering the re- 
duction of the unemployed ranks, And 
it is doubtful whether it is appreciated 
by those whose feelings it seeks to 
spare, 

For it is being more widely recog- 
nize! that one important factor pro- 
longing the slack period in business is 
a reluctance on the part of those 
wio have money and more than 
average security to buy things they 
want or even need. At.a gathering 
some time ago this matter came in 
for some decidely new rashioned dis- 
cussion. The, belief was expressed 
that it had become fashionable to 
appvar poverty stricken, and ta* 
many who could spend money were 
refraining from doing so because of 
fear of criticism by business asso- 
ciates, relatives or neighbors. 

This was not the first time such 
a thought found expression. About 
a year ago a large aut mobile manu- 
facturer pointed to the existence of 
this sentimental obstacle to recovery.. 
And at that time there was put for- 
jward a method of surmounting it. 
That method might weil be pursued 
at this time. It calls for spending 
Ly these who have. Bay it also + ails 
upon those who have not to view 
this spending, not with envy but with 
approval, 

The organization of public thought 
against the fear of such criticism as 
might be directed at those who are 
living merely up to wmefr means is 
a good sign, It portends a swing of 
the pendulum of business sentiment 
away from the obsession of hard 
times. It signifies a growing tendancy 
to look toward success Instead of 
failure, prosperity instead of pover- 
ty. But it will be well to guard a- 
gainst a tendency to overestimate the 
public’s fear of criticism. And even 
better to bear in mind that this 
criticism may easily be magnified. 
The average thinking person today is 
in possession of enough information 
to know that he can oniy gain by 
his neighbor’s spending. Moreover, 
there has been noted in the last few 
years a trend toward wiser valua- 
tion of the things money can buy. 
They are not so widely regarded as 
infallible signs of.success, They are 
not so widely trusted as means of 
bringing contentment into the home, 
or satisfaction to the individual, Their 
possession, therefore, is less likely 
to be cause of envy or criticism, 

The fact remains, however, that 
many persons iho can afford to buy

Hard and silvery, the proactinium 
clung to a fine, one-inch thread of 
tungsten like drops of mercury, Its 
rays are more penetrating than 
radium. Its scientific and medical 
possibilities are wide. It emits the 
same kind of ‘Alpha, Beta and Gam-

possibility of the failure of Russia's application because an unanimous de- 
cision cannot be reached. It looks like a knotty problem to solve, yet most 
people in this country would be inclined to regard it as a very simple one. 


It is not necessary to recite the reasons which led to the establishment 
of the League of Nations, nor to set forth is aims and objectives. Its very 
name implies that it was the intention of the founders that it should include 
not some nations, but all nations. As long as certain nations remain out- 
side its membership, the League is not as strong as it should be. It is 
weakened by the absence of even one nation. In the past one of its great 
weaknesses has resulted from the refusal of the United States to join, plus 
Russia's absence, and the early stipulation that barred Germany. Now that 
Russia is willing to come in, why refuse to permit it? 


The only answer forthcoming is that the Government of Russia is Com- 
munistic. Premier Tsaldaris of Greece is reported as saying that he will} 
vote against Russia's election to membership on the ground that it would 
sanction international Communism, This may be offered as an excuse, but 
surely it is not a valid and legitimate reason for exclusion. 


Italy is a member of the League, but that does not constitute sanction 
of international Fascism by the other nations of the world. Other nations 
may set up or bow to dictatorships or other forms of autocratic government, 
some might turn socialistic, others become more and more democratic, and 
others again return to absolute monarchies. Such developments are the 
right and privilege of the people of the nations concerned, but they do not 
constitute reasons why they should be treated as outlaws among the nations 
of the world. 

The people of any country have the sole right to determine their own 
form of government,--that which in their opinion is best suited to their 
particular conditions or state of development. This is one of the fundamental 
principles underlying the structure of the League of Nations, namely, self-| 
determination of peoples and nations.

mately destroy the League itself as an organization. 

There are times when, following internal upheavals and revolutions, a 
nation may lose the diplomatic recognition of other nations, but this is) 
largely because the fact is not clearly established as to which of the con- 
tending groups really enjoys the support of the people in such country and 
can therefore be safely recognized as ‘the Government”, But when a Gov- 
ernment once becomes established, recognition of it by other nations as a} 
rule quickly follows. The means by which it came into being, its principles | 
and policies are a matter for its own people to approve or disapprove, and | 
recognition by other nations does not necessarily imply approval. 

The Union of Socialist Soviet Republics (Russia) has an established | 
form of government; has had for years. It is recognized by most of the | 
other nations. Agreeably or otherwise, it is accepted by the Russian people. | 
What reason is there, then, why Russia should not be recognized by the 
nations acting jointly through the League of Nations and full membership 
mm that body be granted to it? It is silly to argue that the granting of such | 
membership in the League is to sanction international Communism. One 
might as well argue that to now admit the United States would be to give | 
international sanction to all the policies and implications of Roosevelt's | 
‘New Deal”, or in the case of Germany to place the stamp of approval on | 
Hitler and his Nazi policies and programme. 

Regardless of what one may think of Russian Socialism and the policies | 
and methods of the Soviet Government, and quite opposed as one may be to 
the introduction of similar policies and methods into their own country, peo- | 
ple the world over should wish Russia well, It is far better for the world | 
that Russia should succeed and not fail in its experiment, and certainly it | 
would be unchristian and cruel towards the Russian people to desire failure. | 
Even though the Russian system may not be desired nor prove beneficial 
elsewhere, it may suit Russia in its present state of development. | 

The best way to promote international understanding and goodwill, and |

Next “No Man’s Land” 
Naval Expert Says Mediterranean 
Sea Would Be Deadliest Zone | 

The Mediterranean sea will be “‘No 
Man’s Land” in the, next European 
conflict. | 

This view was expressed by an 
authority in naval strategy who 
maintains that the Mediterranean be- 
cause of its geographical dispositions | 
and general configurations will he-| 
come the deadliest naval zone yet 
known. | 

This authority points out that in 
the event Great Britain should be-, 
come involved in a European war, | 
she would be obliged to abandon the 
Suez canal as a link in the shortest 
route to the Far East. The Suez! 
canal because of its aerial proximity 
to some enemy territory among the 
numerous countries of the Mediter- 
ranean could be easily blocked or 
seriously damaged by an air attack. 
Under these circumstances the Bri- 
tish admiralty would be obliged to 
re-establish the old route around the 
South African cape as the only safe | 
means of communication with her 
vast sources of men and supplies in' 
the Far East. 

In the event that France and Italy 
should go to war, the Mediterranean , 
would be neutralized because neither 
power has sufficient naval superior- 
ity to decisively defeat the other. 
The navies of both countries would; 
employ the policy of raids and roving | 
attacks, The hundreds of tiny Greek | 
islands in the Aegean sea between 
Greece and Turkey, the islands in the 
Adriatic, the rough coastline and in- 
lets of Sicily, Sardinia, Corsica, and 
the Balearics would become infeste 
with submarines and naval aircraft | 
that would prey upon ships. 

Under these obstacles the transport 
of men and supplies would become a 
major problem to Italy and France. 
The latter depends on her black | 
legions from her African colonies. | 
During the last war negro troops 
formed an important bulwark of the} 
French forces. Supplies from Al1-| 
geria, Morocco and Indochina would 
be imperilled. |
